No, we didn’t get our commercials 
confused, we are talking about a 
bank, but probably not the kind of 
bank you're thinking of . . . “Sleeves 
Up, Florida” describes our feelings 
toward the Central Florida Blood 
Bank visiting Walt Disney World next 
week, and we hope that you agree 
with us! 

That’s right, our annual drive to col- 
lect blood for the Central Florida 
Blood Bank kicks-off next Monday, 









lasting through May 24. And during 
the 11 days their mobile trailer will be 
on our property, every cast member 
will have an opportunity to “roll up 
your sleeve” and donate a pint of life 
saving blood. 

Giving blood is painless, just ask 
any of the hundreds of employees 
who participated last year. It only 
takes a few minutes and it may save 
the life of a friend, fellow cast member 
. . even someone in your own fami- 
ly! 
: And to make it easier than ever be- 
fore to donate, Cast Activities has es- 
tablished these simple steps: 

1. Call Cast Activities for an ap- 
pointment, at extension 5757 or 824-

9757. This is a special “blood donors 
hotline” for the exclusive use of mak- 
ing appointments. 

2. Then check your appointment 
time with your supervisor and obtain 
clearance to leave your work shift to 
donate. 

3. Arrive at the mobile trailer as 
close to your appointment time as 
possible to assure you won’t have any 
delays. 

4. After donating, you will be 
given a receipt to take back to your 
supervisor. 

Your donation will go further than 
you think . . . Walt Disney World is a 
member of the Central Florida Blood 
Bank and through our membership, 
all employees are also members. But 
more than that, the immediate family 
of every employee is also a member! 
This means that should the need 
arise, you can obtain blood for your- 
self or family in the event of an 
emergency or some other situation. 

Now ask yourself . . . what if I be- 
come involved in an accident, or if a 
family member needs immediate 
transfusions of blood due to sickness 
or accident? What happens when a 
community fails to meet its blood 
needs with volunteer donors? In most 
cases, blood banks must resort to paid 
donors and hospitals are forced to 
purchase blood from commercial 
sources. And this causes grave con- 
cern over the quality and cost of

There is no substitute for human 
blood . . . it must be given by people 
for people, and both the donor’s and 
patient’s blood must be compatible. 








EYES & EARS visited the Central 
Florida Blood Bank’s main offices in 
Orlando, to trace the path that do- 
nated blood takes. The Blood Bank 
not only operates the mobile trailer, 
but maintains donating facilities in 
their office complex. Pictured here, 
Lona Lawrence prepares to donate a 
pint of her blood while Therese Fre- 
nier, R.N. checks her blood pressure. 
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Ed Neiberger, a laboratory assis- 
tant, unloads a cooler containing do- 
nated bags of blood, on their way 
from the mobile trailer taking dona- 
tions out in the community, to be pro- 
cessed in the lab.

In the past, EYES & EARS has vis- 
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The units (or bags) have been kept 
chilled waiting processing, so now 
they have to be warmed up to room 
temperature. This is done by emers- 
ing them in luke warm water for a 
period of time. 





The blood is then typed and cross 
matched, and checked for the an- 
tibodies it carries. Shown here per- 
forming the first of many checks on 
the blood is Amy King, Medical 
Technician. 


If there is an immediate need for 
some of the blood, it is stored in a 
chilled room. But the shelf life of 
whole blood is only 21 days. Because 
of this, constant donations are needed 
to keep a supply on hand should an 
emergency occur. But only a portion 
of the blood is stored for immediate 
use. Much of it goes to the “compo- 
nent room” where it is given some 
special processing to extend its life

After warming the blood to room 
temperature, Louise Andrews, 
L.P.N. places the units in a cen- 
trifuge, where they are spun at over 
4,000 r.p.m. for upwards of 10 mi- 
nutes. This process separates the red 
blood cells and plasma, a clear solu- 
tion the red cells are suspended in. 





Louise then transfers the separated 
units to a machine that carefully re- 
moves the clear plasma on top from 
the pure red blood cells below. 

The separated blood components 
can now be utilized in four different 


ways .. . the red blood cells can be 
used for a patient in surgery, or a pa- 
tient who is extremely anemic. These 
cells are what are referred to when we 
talk about the 21-day shélf life of 
blood. The job of the red cells is to 
transport oxygen to all of the body’s 
tissues. Platelets are another of the 
components. Platelets are the part of 
the blood which aid in proper coagu- 
lation. Leukemia is the most common 
disease that requires platelet transfu- 
sions. Cryoprecipitate is another of 
the components removed from whole 
blood. Like platelets, the “cyro” is 











another factor in the plasma which 
aids in the normal coagulation of 
blood. However, the “cyro” may be 
frozen and kept for up to one year 
before transfusing. Hemophelia (free 
bleeding) is the most common disease 
that requires this component of the 
blood. And finally, there’s the plasma 
itself. After the red cells, platelets and 
“cyro” have been removed, a unit of 
single-donor plasma is left. This unit 
can be frozen and kept for up to a year 
or more before being transfused. This 
plasma makes up about 50% of the 
donated pint of blood. 
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However, before the various blood 
components can be frozen, the water 
in the cells has to be displaced by a 
glycerol solution. If water is left in the 
blood, it will expand during freezing 
and rupture the cells. Mike Hafley is 
shown here operating a machine 
which forces glycerol solution (in 
hanging bottles) into units of blood. 





And all along the way during pro- 
cessing and storing, is the checking 
and double checking of the chemical 
make-up of donated blood. In fact, 
every unit of blood is typed and cross 
matched between three to seven 
times before it leaves the laboratory. 
In the foreground checking for an- 
tibodies is Paul Pedreira. 


Two of the blood’s four compon- 
ments can be frozen for over a year. 
Terry Barry, Community Relations 
spokesperson for the Blood Bank, 
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holds up a “plate” of frozen blood 
plasma. The Center has four huge 
freezers where they can store quite a 
volume of blood. 





Then comes the dissemination of 
the blood to the various hospitals 
which belong to the Central Florida 
Blood Bank. Member hospitals are lo- 
cated in Orange, Brevard, Lake and 
Seminole counties. The blood is 
placed in a chilled cabinet and labeled 
for immediate transportation to indi- 
vidual hospitals requiring specific 
blood components and whole blood 
of specific types (A, B and O) and Rh 
factors, for example.

However, sometimes blood is ur- 
gently needed in distant hospitals, 
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such as when a multiple automobile 
accident in Leesburg depletes their 
onhand supply and more is needed 
immediately. In that case, Blood Bank 
officials contact the Orange County 
Sheriff’s Department Communica- 
tions Center, which dispatches a pat- 
rol car to the Blood Bank’s back door, 
where a cooler of blood units awaits 
the Deputy. Moments later, at 
Herndon Airport, the cooler is lifted 
into the belly of one of the Sheriff's 
Department's three helicopters, wait- 
ing with its props already turning. 
“And within 15 minutes,” says Sgt. P. 
E. Murphy of the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment Aviation Department, “we can 
be on the ground at Leesburg Airport, 
where one of their patrol cars is wait- 
ing.” Pictured here is Sgt. Murphy, 
pilot of “Rescue I,” Orange County’s 
medical evacuation “chopper.” 
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So that’s the path your blood may 
follow... pele saving a victim of 
Leukemia or Hemophelia being 
treated in a local hospital, or saving 
the victim of an accident in some dis- 
tant hospital. But in turn, some 
donor’s blood in a distant hospital 
may one day save you or a member of 
your family should a medical problem 
or accident strike right here! Because 
that’s the Blood Bank’s job, making 
sure there is plenty of blood on hand 
when and where it is needed. 

So won't you please “roll up your 
sleeve” in May and donate? It’s one 
gift you'll never miss, but will cer- 
tainly go a long ways in helping 
others!

The use of solar energy collectors to 
supply the energy needs of tomorrow 
took a step forward this week with the 
installation of a prototype collector 
panel on the roof of our Central 
Energy Plant. 

Willard Smith, Manager of En- 
gineering and Construction for Reed 
Creek Utility Company, told EYES 
EARS that the experimental panel 
was hoisted onto the roof of the 
C.E.P. Monday morning and hooked 
up to generate hot water which is run 
through a heat exchanger (much like 
an air conditioner) for extensive test- 
ing to determine the operating charac- 
terics and efficiency of the unit. 

The experimental panel is the first 
step in our Solar Energy Office Addi- 
tion to the C.E.P. As described in past 
issues of EYES & EARS, the new of- 
fice wing will be a two story building, 
120 feet by 32 feet with a roof com- 
posed of 16 horizontal, parabolic, mir- 
rored surfaces reflecting sunlight into 
movable collector bars.

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Water will be circulated through the 
collector bars, picking up heat, and 
then be pumped to a lithium bromide 
absorption chiller to power the build- 
ing’s air conditioning and heat ex- 
changers for domestic hot water and 
heating. 

But the new solar energy building 
will be more than just an experimental 
project . . . it will be a classroom for 
demonstrating solar energy technol- 
ogy. All essential parts of the collector 
system will be showcased, clearly vis- 
ible from the new building’s exterior, 
and color coded for easy understand- 


ing. 

Willard went on to say that the de- 
signs for the project are complete and 
the testing of the new panel is well 
underway. This June, the construc- 
tion contract for the building will be 
awarded and the new solar energy 
wing is planned to be in service by 
early 1977.

Our Guest Relations Department 
recently received the following letter. 
We thought you might enjoy reading 
it also. 

Gentlemen: 

If this letter is misdirected I shall ap- 
preciate its receiving attention at the high- 
est appropriate level in your organization. 
It is written to make you aware of one of 
the best examples of outstanding public 
relations effort it has ever been my plea- 
sure to see. 

On 27 March last, my wife and I were 
finishing up a trip to Disney World with 
our son, daughter-in-law, and two small 





grandsons. We had spent the previous two 
pleasant days in the Magic Kingdom and 
had taken a few pictures of the little boys 
enjoying the occasion.
